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Mr.  Chairman  and  Comicillors, 

1  have  the  honoior  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1959. 

Population 

The  Registrau?  G-eneral' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Horae  Population  was 
7,360  -  an  increase  of  40  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Rate 


The  number  of  live  births  was  127  -  an  increase  of  3  over  that  of  the 
previous  year,  and  the  crude  birth-rate  vms  accordingly  17.26j  after 
adjustment  bj''  the  Registrar  G-eneral' s  Comparability  Factor,  which  is  computed 
from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  the  rate  becomes 
18.64  and  was  higher  than  that  of  I6.6  for  England  and  Wales 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Two  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  rate  was  accordingly  15.50> 
and  was  low'er  than  that  of  20.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Assiduous  Ante-natal  care  and  obstetric  skill  are  required  for  the 
prevention  of  avoidable  stillbirths. 


Infant  Deaths  and 


Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
was  accordingly  15*75  Juid  v/as  less  than  that  of  22.0  for  England  and  Wales. 


The  causes  of  death  were:- 

(i)  Prematxnrity  -  (9  hours) 

(ii)  Meningococcal  Meningitis  -  (5  months) 


MatemaA  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rrate 


There  v/as  one  m.aternal  death  and  the  maternal  mortality  rate  was 
accordingly  7.75* 

The  cause  of  death  was:- 

(a)  Obstetric  tmd  Post-operative  Shock 

(bj  Manual  remov.al  of  placenta  following  retention  of  placenta 

(c)  Severe  ilnaemia. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  v/as  100  (50  M.  50  P*)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  13*59;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General's 
comparability  factor,  as  for  births,  the  adjusted  rate  was  12.10  and  v/as 
slightly  higher  tHon  that  of  11.6  for  England  and  7/ales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases 
and  Vascular  lesion  of  the  Nervous  System  of  v/hich  there  v/ere  56.  The 
majority  of  these  v;ere  amongst  aged  people  and  were  the  natural 
penultimate  causes  of  death. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Arterj^  of  the  Heart,  however,  is  not 
wholly  a  senile  cause  of  death,  for  it  claims  many  middle-aged  victims 
when  their  responsibilitie  are  at  their  highest.  17  (IO  M.  7  F*)  of 
these  deaths  v/ere  registered  and  tlie  ages  at  death  ranged  from  58  to 
89  years.  Considerable  research  is  being  conducted  into  its  cause,  which 
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Cancer,  also  as  uiticipated,  v/as  the  second  highest  cause  of  deaths. 

The  majority  of  the  23  deaths  were  ?Jiiongst  the  aged  who  are  inclined  to 
procrastinate  in  seeking  medical  advice.  Modem  treatment  can  effect 
a  complete  cixre,  or  can  prolong  life  for  many  years,  if  a  diagnosis 
is  established  reasonably  early. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  two  male  deaths,  aged  67  and  83  years.  The 
hypothesis  that  the  ii'ihala,tion  of  tobacco  smoke  over  .a  prolonged  number  of 
yeirs,  particularly  in  excess,  is  primary  or  cchtributery  e  .use ,  has  wei^ty 
national  statistical  evidence  to  support  it. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast,  in  contrast,  caused  three  deaths.  It  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  prv)crastination  in  seeking  medical  advice  is 
evident  regarding  this  site  of  the  disease,  v/hich  is  one  of  the  most 
superficial  parts  of  the  bod3'  for  early  diagnosis  and  effective  treatment. 

There  was  one  death  from  an  Infectious  Disease  viz.  Meningococcal 
Meningitis,  for  wkich  effective  treatment  is  available  if  the  disease  is 
not  too  advanced. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  unusual 
incidence. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  an  epidemic  of  Measles,  there  v/ere  few  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  in  the  District  throu^iout  the  year.  Measures  of  prevention  and 
treatment  have  gained  supremacy  over  all  the  more  serious  endemic  infectious 
diseases;  for  example,  there  is  solid  ground  for  optimism,  that  preventive 
vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  will  prove  to  be  as  effective  as  vaccination 
against  Smallpox  or  imm^Inisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Measles 

There  was  the  usual  outbrea.k  of  leasles,  196  cases  having  been  notified. 
Measles  is  primarily  an  infection  of  children,  which  as  far  as  «an  be 
foreseen  will  alv^ays  be  endemic  a.mongst  them  for  it  is  impracticable 
to  prevent  its  spread.  Vvlien  a  sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children 
has  aggregated,  the  virus  is  rapidly  disseminated  in  the  close  conta,ct  of 
class-rooms,  and  the  children  bring  it  home  to  their  younger  brothers  and 
sisters.  Infants  should  be  shielded  from  infection  as  long  as  possible,  as 
broncho-pneumonia,  its  most  common  complication  may  rapidly  supervene;  other 
infrequent  but  serious  complications  ore  Otitis  Media  and  Acute  Encephalitis. 

G-amma  globulin  is  available  at  the  P'nblic  Health  Laboratory  for 
passive  immunity,  for  example  v/hen  aii  exposed  child  is  suffering  from  another 
serious  illness,  but  in  practice  is  seldom  used. 

Whooping  Coupli 

Only  one  case  of  this  distressful  illness  'vvas  notified.  More  and 
more  infants  are  being  vaccinated  each  yesr  and  o,s  with  Poliomyelitis,  there 
is  good  reason  for  optimism  that  this  disease  will  eventually  disappear. 
Broncho-pneumonia  is  the  most  serious  of  its  complications,  especially  in 
infants. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Two  sporadic  cases  of  this  infection  were  notified.  This  illness 
is  mild  in  its  present  ph'ise  and  the  majority  of  cases  are  treated  at  home 
if  their  social  circumstances  are  satisfactor;;,^.  Its  former  serious 
complications  such  as  Eephritis  and  Endoc.arditis  are  now  rarely  met. 

Tuberculosis 


No  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tubercialosis  ;vere  notified,  v;hich  is 
notable  to  place  on  record,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  facilities 
for  ascertainment  have  been  greatly  improved,  of  which  the  Mass  Radiography 
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Service  is  the  outstanding  example.  Prior  to  19^0,  the  highest  national 
notification  rate  was  in  the  adolescent  age-group,  hut  the  diminishing 
sources  of  infection  associated  with  their  increasing  resistance  particularly 
in  those  whose  resistance  hs,?  been  increased  by  B.  G.G-.  vaccination^  are 
having  their  effect. 

One  new  case  of  Non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  (Cervical  Hands)  v;as 
notified,  but  the  source  of  infection  was  unknovm.  The  fact  that  only 
Designated  Milks  are  now  allo’.ved  to  be  sold  in  the  District,  should  reduce 
the  number  of  cases  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  to  iui  absolute  minimum. 

There  was  only  one  death  in  the  65+  age-group.  Modern  treatment  has 
tlie  potential  capacity  to  cure  the  disease  or  to  prolong  life  in  advanced 
cs-ses,  and  sources  of  open  infection  should  s.lso  become  reduced  to  minimal 
proportions. 

To  epitomize,  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  'was  -very  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year.
